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rope to cruſh the one; and it is as certainly Britains Intereſt in parti- 
cular, not to give way to the other. „ „ 

It is the Opinion of many wiſer Heads than mine, and it is mine 
too, in congruity with their's, that it is Britain's Intereſt, eſpecially 
at this jun&ure, to be in ſtrict Alliance with the Dinch; and as, at 
the ſame time, their own Intereſt and common Safety obliges them 
to be in Alliance with us; fo, 1 hope, their Alliance and Friendſhip 
may be always had and preſerv'd at a cheaper rate than that of com- 

plementing them with the moſt valuable Branch of our foreign Trade. 
I own I am not ſo full of my Complements that way, as the Remarker - 
For I have heard it often ſaid that even Gold it ſelf may be bought 
roo dear. And as I ever did, fo I ever will, prefer what I think to 
be the Intereſt of Britain, to that of either the French, Dutch, or any

 Afritan-Company's own Effects, ſflipt for England; but Captain Leech, 
Commander of the Ship in which theſe Goods were, after maintaining 
an obſtinate fight, for ſeveral Hours together, with ſome French Pri- 
vateers that attacked him near the Lands-end of England, finding 
himſelf at laſt overpower'd and boarded by the Enemy ; did, with ve-. 
ry ſingular Reſolution, blow ap the Ship's-Deck, and ſunk himſelf, 
Ship and all, to prevent ſuch a valuable Cargoe's falling into the Hands 
of the Frenth. - „% ũ P EE 1.

A Grant was ſoon thereafter obtain d from King William for His 
* ſhare (viz. the one half) of the ſaid Capture; purſuant 
to the Tenor of the Company's Charte; and after ſtanding a Suit at 
Law, upon this defence; that the ſuid Capture did not arrive ſafe, &c.

In the Year 1704, four French Ships being ſent to the North- Coaſt 
of Guinea (whereof two were Ships of great Force) they again took 
and plundered James-Fort, in Gambia-River, a third time; as alſo 
Sierra- Leon, in Bence-Iſſfan e.; 
Nora, That whenever the ſeparate Traders make any mention of 
the Company's Forts and Settlements, on the North-Coaſt of Africa, 
in their Prints or otherways, they repreſent them at beſt, but accord- 
ing to the Condition in which they were, at that time only; without 
any regard to their former Strength and Condition, when firſt ſur- 
priſed and taken by the French. And the Remarker's ſaying in his Page 
15th, That Monſieur de Gennes's rating Gambia, in the Tear 1695 (as 
related in the 17th Page of the FIRST PART of theſe REFLECTIONS) 
is a fabulous Story; argues either very groſs Ignorance, or Diſingenui- 
ty, or both: For as tlie Book out of which I quoted a ſhort Narrative 
of that point of Fact, was produced and referred to, by one of the 
Gentlemen who ſpoke on behalf of the Company, before the Honou- 
rable Committee; ſo hundreds of Noblemen and Gentlemen in this 
Kingdom, have Copies thereof (ſome in French, and ſome in Engliſh.) 
in their Libraries. But I obſerve that an affected Ignorance ſeems to 
be as neceſſary for the Remarker's. purpoſe; in ſome Caſes, as his pre- 
tended Knowledge and Diſcovery is in other reſpeQs, , 
Now comes on the High- Treaſon formerly mentiond0. 
The e eee of England, and the French-Senegal-Com- 
pany, having thus waged War and done all the Miſchief they could to 
one another, for 13 or 14 Years together (with this difference that the 
French-Company were always ſupported and re-inforced, from time to 
time, with continued Aſſiſtance from the French King; whereas the 
Hi liſb-Company warring only at their own ſole Charge and Expence, 
were extremely harraſs d, and in a manner quite ruin d on the North- 
Coaſt of Guinea, by the continued Attacks and Depredations of the 
French, as afore narrated) and both Companies becoming, it ſeems, at 
laſt wearied of this method of trading; the Engliſb-Company's Secre-

Oviginal: was (after two or three long Speeches made by the ſeparate - 
Traders; exaggtrating/the'mighty Treaſon contain d in it) preſented 
to the Honowrable Committee; and lies now in the Hands of the 
Clerk of the Honourable Houſe of Commons: And if any Man find 
mate Treaſon: in it, than what is here expreſly recited then Ill allow- 
that all the Stories publiſhed by the ſeparate Traders, from firſt to 

laſt, ſince the commencement of this Diſpute, are true. 
But the ſeparate Traders forgot, at the ſame time, to tell that, in 
the Year 1703, there was 4 much more ſolemn quadrupartite Neutra- 
lity agreed to, at Whidah, on the South Coaſt of Africa, by the French, 
Dutch, and Engliſh Company's Agents there, and the Negroe-Hing of 
the Place: However it was thought fit to take no notice of that Tres- 
ſen; becauſe indeed without it, and the Protection of the Engliſb Com- 
pany's Fort there, none of the ſeparate Traders could, with any ſafe- 
ty, adventure to trade thither. And beſide too there could be no men- 
tion made of that Neutrality (or Treaſon) without bringing in our

But, to come nearer home, the Durch have, during all this War, 
by the publick Allowance of 8 traded and held an open Correſ- 
pondence with France, about Matters relating to Trade; tho' they be 
very hearty in the War, and in the Intereſt of the Confederacy againſt 
France : And tis hop'd that at leaſt as little reaſon can be given for 
ſuſpecting either the Royal-African-Company or their Secretary, of any 
other deſign by the aforeſaid Letter, than merely Self-preſervation on 
the Coaſt of Africa, as there is of ſuſpecting the much more powerful 
Dutch; where perhaps the Intereſt of England may be more ſenſibly 
touched, by their, having a free and open Trade, where we have hone: 
But if I were to give my humble Opinion in the Matter, it would be 
conſiſtent. with what I know , to be the concurrent Wiſhes of many 
Thouſands of Her Majeſty's trading Subjects, vis: that, in all Decla- 
rations of War between Princes, there ſhould be a ſpecial Exception, 
as to a Neutrality in Matters of Trade: For the innocent and in-

All the aforeſaid Particulars are ſuch poſitive points of Fact, and 
demonſtrable Fruths; that, upon due Enquiry and Examination, it 
is not in the power of Malice it ſelf, to overturn or confute any one 
And now ſince it is plainly evident that the Company, with a 
ſmall Joint- Stock, under one uniform Management, have done ſo great 
things, for their own and this Nation's Credit and Intereſt, while they

Diſparity that is between the Circumſtances of the Trade to Africa, 
and that to Turkey) ſuch a Conſtitution as that of the Turłey- Com- 
pany, would not ſuit with their other deſires, and would even exclude 
the far greater part of their own Number; from the Privilege of Trad- 
ing thither.

am far from repining at that Company's having got ſuch an Equivalent, 
or thinking that they got any more than their Right juſtly entic] 
them to have got; ſo it is reaſonable to hope that the Wiſdom and 
Juſtice of the Parliament will never be prevail'd upon, to oblige this 
Company to part with their Right of Property and Poſſeſſion; other- 
wiſe than with their own Conſent, or upon tlie Foot of an Equiva- 
lent to be ſtated by the aforeſajd Rule: And were they to aſſign their 
Intereſt and Poſleflion to the Dutch, Portugueſe, or any other foreign.
